NTH OF A SERIES 


HREE AND A HALF YEARS of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration have left a big question mark in many minds around 


the world. 


About the genial President himself the people of other 
nations have few doubts. Obviously he is a man of complete 
good ‘will and sincerity. Whatever his faults, no one has ever 
found him given to truculence, 


in argument. 

Yet to many in other na- 
tions Eisenhower's America has 
seemed given to. these very 
faults. These people have heard 
the United States talk freely of 
using the bomb, scold the 


young nations which chose the 
path of neutralism, and carry 
on endless polemics with the 
tireless Russians. 

No doubt the reasons for this 
paradox—the happy projection 
of the Eisenhower personality 
and the unhappy image of the 
country he leads—are many and 
complex, but three may be 
quickly identified, 

The first is the outlook on 
world affairs which many of the 
Republican leaders developed 
during 20 years of frustration 
in the wilderness. 

The second lies in the work- 
ing philosophy of John Foster 
Dulles, President Eisenhower's 
Secretary of State. 

The third is inherent in a 
world situation which makes 
the conduct of foreign policy a 
more delicate and difficult busi- 
ness than ever before. 

1952 Platform. 


Four years ago, the Repub- | 
lican party adopted a platform 
which did full justice to the) 
frustration of the Republican | 
right wing, to its conviction | 
that the Democrats had sold | 
the pass to Communism at 
home and abroad. 

The foreign policy plank, 
which Dulles drafted, con- 
demned “containment” (the pol- 
icy of holding the existing lines 
against Communism) and of- 
fered hope of liberation for the 
captive nations. It accused the 
Truman administration of fol- 
lowing a policy of “Asia last,” 
of favoring the Chinese Com- 
munists over the nationalists, 
of blundering into the Korean 
war and lacking the courage to 
fight it to a decisive end. 

It denounced the secret agree- 
ments made by President Roose- 
velt at the Yalta conference in 
1945 and promised that the Re- 
publicans would repudiate them. 
It guaranteed that a Republican 
Administration would sweep the 
Reds out of the State Depart- 
ment. 

Dulles had worked in the 
State Department as a special 
ambassador under President 
Truman and he had publicly in- 
dorsed much of the Truman 
foreign policy. But Dulles knew 
that the indictment he had 
drawn registered accurately the 
hotly held beliefs of the right- 
wing Republicans. And he knew 
how nihilistic the right wing 
could be in the field of for- 
eign relations. 

Saw Demoralization. 

Indeed, while working in the 
State Department he had seen 
members of his party paint the 
s>cretary, Dean Acheson, and 
the foreign service with a big 
red brush and create such de- 


moralization within the ranks 
that the _ efficient conduct 
of foreign relations became 
impossible. 


Dulles, a shrewd and practical 
man, resolved to take whatever 
steps were necessary to keep 
the extremists in Congress off 
his back. 

As for the problems he would 
face in the international field, 
he was an old hand at diplo- 
macy. He had experience in 
negotiation, in the drafting of 
state papers, in international 
debate, in policy making, in all 
the other activities of the 
diplomat. . 

But Dulles contemplated 
something above and beyond 
the range of striped-pants diplo- 
macy — something he called 
“psychological warfare.” Those 
who talked to him in the days 
before he became _ secretary 
could not determine exactly 
what he meant. In retrospect, it 
seems that he had in mind a 
one-man nerve war operation 
without parallel, perhaps, since 
Moses practiced the art of the 
Pharaoh. 

Explosive Slogans. 

Thus, the Dulles record is 
studded with explosive slogans 
which often resulted in a blister- 
ing fallout across the globe— 
“Liberation,” “agonizing  re- 
appraisal,” “massive  retalia- 
tion,” “brink of war.” As he 
went along he also produ 
more localized explosions—“The

Six weeks after Mr. Ejisen- 
hower’s inauguration, Stalin | 
was dead, the transfer of power 
within the Kremlin was made 
with less strain on the regime 
than had been expected in 
Washington. By August, 1953, 
the Soviets h the H-bomb. 
The new team in the Kremlin 
took up the “peace offensive” 
already started under Stalin 
and pressed it with fresh sub- 
tlety and imagination. 

Mr. Eisenhower, like Dulles. 
had been appointed to high of- 
fice by President Truman. Per- 
sonally he agreed with most of 
Truman's foreign policy and in- 
tended to carry it on, particu- 
larly the foreign aid program 
system of alliances 


Treaty Organization. 


Appeasement Steps. 
But much of the Administra- 
tion’s early activity represented 
not an attempt to carry forward 
the Truman policies, but steps 
to appease the Republican right 
wing. 
Thus, in his first State of the 
Union message, the President | 
announced the “unleashing” of 
Chiang Kai-shek and his na-, 
tionalist forces om Formosa. It | 
was a meaningless gesture, be- | 
cause Chiang lacked the 
strength to attack the mainland. 
But the right wing, which had 
accused Truman of using the 
Navy to protect the Commu- 
nists from such attack, was de- 
lighted. (Later President Eisen- 
hower quietly but securely “re- 
leashed” Chiang by written | 
pledge.) 

On the other hand, the Presi- 
dent refused to go along with 
the right wing in repudiating 
the Yalta agreements. And he 
fought and beat the same group 
when it tried to prevent him 
from sending Charles Bohlen, 
a career foreign service officer 
who had been at the Yalta con- 
ference, as ambassador to Mos- 
cow. 

Dulles, however, pleased the | 
Republican conservatives with | 
what he did at the State De- | 
partment. He demanded that | 
all employes show “positive 
loyalty” to the President and 
Congress. He brought in a se- 
curity officer, Scott McLeod, 
who had close relations with 
some of the most violent critics 
of the department in Congress.

Lloyd C. Stark, when he was Governor, once 
spoke of the nominating primary as in some

Troop Movements vs. Moderation 

Britain is sending an aireraft carrier end 
1200 paratroopers to the Mediterranean. Egypt 
is calling up some reservists and the Arab 
League has scheduled a meeting. On the surface 
it would appear that nobody is paying much 
attention to the Eisenhower Administration's 
counsel of moderation in the Suez canal dis- 
pute. But troop movements do not constitute 
war and moderation is advised upon all sides 
by the plain facts of the case. 


For President Nasser, there is the fact that 
his nation, somewhat Jarger than Texas, still has 
arable land not much larger than Connecticut. 
With this he must feed 23,000,000 people, three 
fourths, of them peasants in mud huts. The 
Aswan ‘dam is needed to provide more culti- 
vable land as well as power, but even it would 
not add land. fast enough to keep up with the 
present population growth, and certainly it can- 
not be built with any foreseeable profits from 
the Stez canal. 

‘For Britain and the West generally, there is 
the fact that the Suez canal lies inside Egypt 
and was to be given to Egypt in 12 years. And 
there is the additional fact of rising Arab na- 
tionalism which, unproductive as it is, still has 
to be dealt with in terms of something other 
than force. So despite the troop movements, 
reality itself supports Secretary of State Dulles 
in his warning against arms rattling. The con- 
stant effort to provide stability in the Middle 
East now needs a new footing in new policies.

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It Took a While 


President Eisenhower says the new customs 
simplification bill, which he has signed into law, 
is “an édsehtial step in strengthening our own 
économies and the economies of the free world.” 
How *~was.this step taken, and by whom? 

Customs simplification was one of the early 
goals of the Eisenhower Administration. The 
Republican Eighty-third Congress did pass two 
simplification acts, but these merely curtailed 
paper work and provided for studies. The pro- 
tectionist Congressmen, mostly Republicans, ob- 
jected even to these mild measures. 

In 1954, however, the Randall Commission 
proposed that the Senate pass a House bill which 
would actually better trade relations. The Presi- 
dent indorsed this bill, but the G.O.P. Senate 
never acted.. Consequently the issue was left 
for tite Democratic Eighty-fourth Congress, to 
which M# Eisenhower appealed. It gave him 
the bill which, he indicates, goes to “the heart 
of the matter.” 

The heart of the matter is that under past 
law tariff duties were applied either to the 
export value (price of goods to be shipped here) 
or to the foreign value (domestic price in the 
exporting country)—whichever was higher. But 
the new law provides that only the export value 
will be uséd in most cases. Since export prices 
are often lower than domestic prices, the tariffs 
will be reduced somewhat. 


It was just this prospect of tariff reduction | 


which caused Senator Malone of Nevada and 
other high-tariff Republicans to fight the new 
law to the end. “Every definition of value,” he 
said, “has been changed... to flood our 
markets.” 

When Representative Simpsen, Pennsylvania 
Republican, moved to recommit the whole bill 
in the House, the Republicans actually voted 85 
to 83 to help kill the Administration measure.

They Knew But Did Not Warn 

A terrible and shocking fact has been revealed 
in the Civil Aeronautics Board's four-day hear- 
ing on the collision and ensuing crashes of the 
two big airliners in Grand Canyon last June 30. 
It is one that is hard to believe. It is this: 


More than 30 minutes before the accident 
that took 128 lives, ground control points had 
received messages that both planes were headed 
toward a point over the Painted Desert, that 
both estimated their arrival at that point at the 
same minute and that both were flying at the 
same altitude. 

The evidence to support this amazing fact is 
irrefutable. It is provided in the transcripts of 
radio messages exchanged between the two air- 
liners and ground points that maintain air traffic 
contro! 

The question naturally follows: Since several 
ground control stations in the general area had 
this alarming information, why did they not 
inform at least one of the planes that it was on 
a converging course with anther plane and 
danger of collision was becoming imminent? 

David D. Thomas, director of air traffic con- 
trol for the Civil Aeronautics Administration, 
offered a strange answer in his testimony. He 
said controllers were responsible for traffic only 
when it was flying along the prescribed federal 
lanes. The DC-7 and the Constellation in 
this case had been given permission to fly 
outside these lanes. But if it was known they 
were in peri] what difference did it make where 
they might be flying and whose jurisdiction 
they were under? 

Lynn H. McCreary. controller of the Salt Lake 
station, added that ‘normally our work load is 
such” that no time to locate plane 
positions outside the lanes and send out advisory 
messages 

What a sad commentary on the federally set 
up air traffic contro] system! No wonder the 
Air Line Pilots Association had been predicting 
for many months before the Grand Canyon dis- 
aster that such a tragedy was bound to occur. 
No wonder that powerful union has been urging 
drastic action to remedy the obsolete system 
under which its members must fly thousands 
of passengers every day and night. 

What do Secretary of Commerce Weeks and 
his aide, Louis Rothschild of Kansas City, who 
have devoted themselves to squeezing needed 
money from the airways programs, think of this 
amazing testimony? Can they deny that it is a 
revelation of how latk of funds, the overwork- 
ing of key personnel and an antiquated system 
played a major part in the worst commercial 
air disaster?

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The Marine Corps Court-Martial 

Sgt. Matthew C. McKeon was cleared on the 
manslaughter charge growing out of the night 
swamp march that cost the lives of six Marine 
recruits, but.it is hard to see how either he or 
his defenders can take any satisfaction in the 
result of the court-martial. For the drill instruc- 
tor was found guilty of negligent homicide and 
violation of a genera] order against drinking 
while on duty. Now he is ordered dismissed 
from the Marine Corps, sentenced to nine months 
at hard labor and fined $30 a month at the 
same time. He is, in short, adjudged unfit for 
the defense forces. 

This is twice a rebuke for the Marine Corps, 
and it comes from a court-martial panel con- 
sisting of six Marines and one Navy doctor. It 
is a rebuke, first, to the Marine system of allow- 
ing the drill instructors to order trainees to do 
almost anything that crosses their fancy. If the 
Defense Department learns from this tragic loss, 
it will see that Marine officers take responsibil- 
ity for what goes on under their command. 

Second, it is a rebuke to Marine Commandant, 
Gen. Randolph C. Pate, who appeared as a 
defense witness. Immediately after the tragedy 
at Parris Island, S.C., Gen Pate hurried to the 
scene in order to take charge personally of the 
investigation. Later he told a congressional 
committee that “in a sense” the whole Marine 
Corps was on trial with the drill sergeant. Yet 
Gen. Pate went to the court-martial to recom- 
mend that McKeon only be reduced in grade 
and transferred to another assignment. 

The draft laws reach into American homes 
and claim youths for military service. Parents 
are entitled to believe that while their sons 
will be well trained for defense purposes, they 
will also be well treated as human beings, More- 
over, they are entitled to know that their sons 
will not be led around by superiors who have 
violated orders against drinking on duty. 

On the record, Matthew C. McKeon is no man 
to wear the uniform of the United States and 
that is just what the Marines themselves have 
decided.

Plotting Geography of Cancer in U.S, |: Recor 


Preliminary Research Shows Definite Pattern of High Death-Rate, Areas 


By Edwin Diamond 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (INS). 
EDICAL researchers are 
plotting the geography of 
cancer throughout the na- 

tion—and they describe first 
results as “striking” and “in- 
triguing.” 

The work is preliminary and 
has produced nothing conelu- 
sive, but leaping up from the 
maps are incriminating patterns 
of high cancer death rates in 
specifically pin-pointed regions 
of the United States. 

One such distinct pattern fol- 
lows the Appalachian mountain 
chain from Alabama through 
Georgia, Tennessee, South Caro- 
lina, North Carolina, Kentucky, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Penn- 
sylvania, New York State and 
into New England. 

Other patterns of high can- 
cer death rates are found in 
Florida, Kentucky and central 
Texas. 

In one pin-pointed study, de- 
tailed data going back to 1924 
has been studied for Washing- 
ton county, Maryland, in the 
area around Hagerstown. This 
data shows particular houses 
with a record of multiple cancer 
deaths throughout the years. 

In all cases the cancer death 
rates are adjusted for popula- 
tion percentages and are based 
on county-by-county death rates 


= published by the National Office 


of Vital Statistics. 
Officials of the United States 
Public Health Service's National 
Cancer Institute, where the can- 
cer geography study is being 
made, use such words as “strik- 
ing,” “notable” and “intrigu- 
ing” to describe the patterns. 
Institute Director Dr. John 
R. Heller, commenting on the 
study, emphasized “the work is 
in a preliminary stage and has 
produced no conclusive data.” 
But he did confirm that both 
high and low cancer death areas 
have “at least several closely

comparable environmental con- 
ditions.” 


Among these environmental 
factors being studied as possible 
cancer-causers are: Soil types 
at ground surface, elevation 
(height from sea level), popula- 
tion density, oil strata and re- 
ported radioactive areas. 


The $64,000 question, of 
course, is: Do any of these fac- 
tors—either singly or in com- 
bination—account for cancer? 

Dr. Boris Shikin, chief of the 
Institute’s biometry and epi- 
demiology branch, put it this 
way: “Certainly we want to 
learn the possible geographic 


causes of cancer—if there are. 
any. This first step is like 
lice work in a murder 
fore the state can make a case 
against an individual it must 
establish he was in the gen- 
eral vicinity of the crime.” 
Officials pointed out that pre- 
vious studies—some by Dutch 
scientists — have related soil 
to cancer rates. Other 
studies tended to incriminate 
the amount of radioactivity in 
the land as a possible c¢an- 
cer cause—a link which has 
prompted some investigators to 
ask in all seriousness: “Can you 
detect uranium by studying a 
region’s cancer rates?”

HE altitude of a region has 
been taken into considera- 
tion in a study involving 
Denver, Colo., and Atlantic City. 

Denver residents, living some 
5000 feet above sea level, would 
in theory be exposed to more 
cosmic radiation from outer 
space than would Atlantic Cit- 
fans living at sea level. But Dr. 
Heller reports “no significant 
difference” in the cancer rates 
for the two areas. 

Cancer Institute officials 
stressed there need be no con- 
flict between the environmental 
approach to cancer and other 
theories, including the ap- 
proaches that at least some can- 
cers are due to heredity or are 
virus-caused. 

Dr. Raymond F. Kaiser of the 
Cancer Institute says, “Some 
cancers may be environmental 
—skin cancer for example is 
greatest in Texas and Florida 
where people are exposed to the 
sun in greater quantities. Other 
cancers may not be so closely 
linked to the surrounding con- 
ditions.” 

Institute officials stressed the 
preliminary nature of the work 
and noted that, “Once these fac- 
tors are determined to be sig- 
nificant, if at all, we can then 
turn out attention to the proper 
public health control measures.” 


For Gaining 
Weight, Milk 
ls Best Food

ELIEVE it or not, there are 

still some members of the 

human race who are inter- 
ested in gaining rather than 
losing weight. This is lack of 
appetite and it is hard—or 
seems to be—for stomach to ac- 
cept an extra load. 


Apparently, reduction of ac- 
tivity and, when possible, com- 
plete rest should be part of the 
prescription. This must be ac- 
companied by plenty of easily 
digested and appealing food. A 
first course of fruit or tomato 
juice or a hot soup, instead of 
taking away appetite for the 
main portion of the meal, often 
stimulates the digestive proc- 
esses and makes them ready for 
more hearty food. 


Midmorning, midafternoon 
and bedtime snacks are usually 
desirable. They seldom take 
away appetite for regular meals. 
A theory offered by one person 
who has gained consistently on 
a program of this sort holds 
that taking food often keeps the 
stomach stretched and ready for 
more, 


Usually, a beverage rich in 
milk and eggs and flavored ac- 
cording to taste is chosen for 
those extra meals. It may be 
accompanied by a few crackers 
or cookies. Large glasses of 
fruit juice may alternate some- 
times with the beverages high- 
er in protein content. At the 
regular meals, meat or some 
other protein food should be 
used plentifully. Cooked vege- 
tables and salad with plenty of 
butter or dressing should be 
served with it. And don’t forget, 
nothing takes the place of milk 
in the weight-gaining problem. 

Chocolate Malted Milk. 


One egg, one cup chocolate 
malted whipped cream. 

Beat egg yolk until fl i 
Stir in milk. Beat egg white and 
fold liquid into this. Serve 
topped with whipped cream. 

Frosted Chocolate Milk. 


Combine chocolate milk with 
half as much vanilla ice cream. 
Beat until well blended. In tall 
glass place more ice cream and 
pour beverage over this. If pre- 
ferred, chocolate may replace 
vanilla ice cream. 


Storing Leftovers 

Storing leftover food in a 
small bowl in the refrigerator? 
Place the bow] in the center of 
a good-sized piece of waxed 
paper. Bring up edges of paper 
so they meet; make a drugstore 
fold.

He heard 
them the first time. 

Apparently Mr. Dale was in- 
terested in getting a choice be- 
tween spades and hearts. Mr. 
Champion properly co-operated. 

On this hand it might be ar- 
gued that if Mr. Champion had 
held three cards to the queen 
in both spades and hearts and 
no other high cards, he would 
not have replied to a one spade 
opening and yet game would 
have been makable (five spade 
tracks, four heart tricks and the 
ace of clubs). 

That is true, but it involves 
the finding of two specific high 
cards in partner’s hand — two 
cards which fit perfectly with 
Mr. Dale’s hand.

With that ‘as'a dummy, would 
you like to be playing a game 
contract with Mr. Dale's hand?

A CHILD breaks a neighbor's window, pulls a neigh- 
bor’s flowers, takes an orange from the fruit stand, breaks 
his mother’s lamp, spills a spoonful‘ of jam on the freshly 
ironed tablecloth— most children do do such things.

* course we do something about it. If possible, we have the 


child remedy the damage he did, and help him to do so if 
that is necessary; the idea is to teach him responsibility 
for what he does. Breakage and spilling usually indicate 
that the child has not gained complete control of his hands. 
A warning about touching or handling breakables is in 
order and any disobedience concerning the warning brings 
consequences ‘that place responsibility for his mistake on 
his shoulders. 

Punishment is educational or it is useless. Striking 
a child is worse than useless in this situation. His child- 
ishness must be accepted, then it must-be directed, then it 
must be followed up by as much responsibility as he can 
carry at the time. It is by this slow and careful way that 
children are led from childishness toward a more thought- 
ful maturity and not by doing something to him. What is 
necessary is to do something for him that will enable him 
to see a more mature way of behavior and make him want 
to follow it, to be grownup. Not that “good smart slap.”

Preparing to Help Korea's Orphan 


Mrs. Bonnie Roe of Seoul Studies Child Welfare Work for Benefit

EFORE the war in. Korea, 
Ppans-Kyung Chung, the sec- 
three 
children of an irrigation ex- 
pert in Seoul, was a college stu- 
dent,. majoring in liter- 
ature, her lifetime’ ambitions 
only hazily formed, Aftef the 
war, she knew what she wanted 
to do. She wanted to study 
social work, especially child 
welfare, so that she could do 
something to help the thousands 


of homeless Korean children 
orphaned by the war. 


Bang-Kyung Chung, who is 
now married to Won Ho Roe, 
and has taken the Americanized 
nickname of Bonnie, finished 
her college training in this 
country last month, and is now 
serving a kind of internship in 
child welfare work at the Fam- 
ily and Children’s Service of 
Greater St. Louis. After 18 
months to two years of super- 
vised experience here, she 
hopes to return to Seoul and 
begin carrying out her ambi- 
tions there. 


“I don’t know just how I shall 
do this,” pretty Mrs. Roe says 
modestly. “I shall have to study 
the situation there. I shall not 
be able to transplant my knowl- 
edge immediately. But I do 
hope to share what I have 
learned of the understanding of 
children and the study of child 
development with my people.” 

It was on Sunday, June 15, 
1950, that Bang-Kyung’s pleas- 
ant and peaceful life was inter- 
rupted. She remembers quite 
clearly how it happened. 


“I was in a movie house, see- 
ing a French movie,” she re- 
lates. “Right in the middle of 
it, they announced that the 
government had ordered every- 
thing to be stopped. As we 
went out onto the streets, we 
Saw signs on the posts that 
the Communists had violated 
the thirty-eighth parallel. 


“The fighting went on for 
several days before the city was 
taken over and our government 
kept saying the city was safe, 
that there was no need to 
escape. One night the noise 
became louder, the machine 
guns sounded very close to us, 
but still the radio kept saying 
the city was safe. We thought so 
and we slept. The next morning 
when we woke, we saw a dif- 
ferent flag. And we learned 
that the bridge over the river 
south of the city was gone so 
no one could leave.” 


The first Communist occupa- 
tion of Seoul lasted 14 months 
and no harm came to the 
Chung family, but the emo- 
tional and psychological effect 
was tremendous.

“We felt as if we didn’t have 
any ears and mouth and eyes,” 
Mrs. Roe describes it. “Every- 
thing was shut up. We lived in 
a horrible terror, always in fear 
of being persecuted.”

HE Communists’ withdrawal 
T from Seoul and their second 

push on the city in Decem- 
ber 1950 found the occupants 
better prepared. Nine-tenths of 
them, including the Chung fam- 
ily, were evacuated. The Chungs 
stayed in a private home in a 
suburb of Pusan until August 
1953. There they were comfort- 
able enough, although living’ 
was congested and there were 
shortages of food, water, cloth- 
ing and living space. 


Schools had been closed tem- - 
porarily and, during this time, 
Bang-Kyung worked as teletyp- 
ist at the United States Em- 
bassy. When schools reopened, 
she finished her work for her 
A.B. degree. 


“The college I attended was 
a Christian college and they 
were much interested in doing 
something to help all the refu- 
gees,” she says. “I went to one 


a i ie ee li 


ing my last year of college, and 
spent 10 days living with the 
children. Those 10 days made 
up my mind for me concerning 
my future. I saw the lack of 
personnel, the lack of under- 
standing, the behavior problems 
in children which they didn’t 
know how to handle. At that 
time there were 15,000 homeless 
children, two-thirds of them in 
400 orphanages, the rest wan- 
dering the streets. I decided I 
wanted to do something that 
would help those homeless 
children.” 

After she finished college, 
she went to work for a child 
welfare agency, the Christian 
Children’s Fund, Inc., an Ameri- 
can-sponsored agency. In Korea, 
its work was centered entirely 
on orphans, the country’s big- 
gest emergency problem. 

After the war, the Chung 
family returned home, to find 
the city destroyed, and the 
house standing but its interior 
“torn up beyond repair.” Bang- 
Kyung’s older brother, who had 
left for the United States to at- 
tend school a few days before 
the outbreak of the war, arrived

home. She had written home 
that she would like to go to 
schoo! in the United States, and 
he asked her if she was still 
interested. A friend of his with 
the Y.M-Y.W.C.A. on the 
campus of Louisiana State Uni- 
versity, where he had attended 
school, arranged for a scholar- 
ship for her, and two years ago 
she arrived in Louisiana to 
study for her master’s degree.

“In addition, my understand- 
ing of social work was so dif- 
ferent from what is taught 
here,” she says. “In Korea, 
social work is still in the stage 
of philanthropy and charity. I 
had difficulty at first under- 
standing what it was they were 
trying to teach me.”

Mrs. Roe expects to work at 
Family and Children’s Service 
the 18 months permitted her 
under her present visa and 
hopes to be able to extend it to 
24 months, 

“However, I didn’t ask to 
stay so that I could be mar- 
ried,” she smiles. “I want to 
learn more about my work and 
get experience in this country. 
From what I saw in Korea, 
there are many child welfare 
problems which must be 
handled by people with know- 
ledge. I understand there are 
growing problems of juvenile 
delinquency there, too, because 
of the lack of emotional under- 
standing.” 

The young Roes are living in 
a West End apartment, and find 
St. Louis living costs somewhat 
higher than they had expected. 
Mrs. Roe’s interests outside her 
work include concerts, records 
and movies. She likes to sew, 
makes her own clothes, does her 
own housework and cooking. Her 
cooking is a combination of 
American and Korean dishes, 
she says, with emphasis on the 
latter, because “we were both 
so hungry for them.” A’ typi- 
cal dish she describes as “‘a kind

under the broiler because we do 
not have a charcoal fire in our 
apartment.” 

This is made by taking a very 
tender cut of roast beef and 
slicing it very thin. The meat 
is seasoned with soy sauce (“in- 
stead of salt,” she explains), 
black pepper, a little green on- 
ion and garlic, sesame seed, 
vegetable oil and a little sugar.

How to Size Up Room for Rug

But the carpet is priced 
by the yard, and how can you 
tell how many yards are needed 
for a room size rug? How much 
will it cost? 

Just why carpet is priced by 
the yard when rooms are always 
measured by feet no one seems 
to know. It’s confusing, especi- 
ally now that so many rugs are 
cut from rolls of carpeting 
rather than offered ready-made 
at quoted prices fon the entire 
rug. And so many rugs are cut 
to unusual sizes because we 
like perfect fit for the area 
where a rug is to be used.

SOMEHOW, a price per square 
yard makes the rug sound as if 
it would be more expensive 
than it actually will be. You 
may find that a price that 
sounded too high per yard 
actually isn’t too high when you 
know how to make an estimate 
of the needed yardage and cost 
yourself. Here, briefly, is how 
to go about it: 

First of all, you should know 
that carpet comes in rolls that 
are 9, 12, 15 and sometimes 18 
feet wide, and rugs can be cut 
from them and bound to fit 
any pace. 

To decide the rug size needed 
at your house, measure the 
room, the length and the width 
from wall to wall. Then meas- 
ure projections such as a fire- 
place, radiators, girders. The 
rug should be as large as possi- 
ble, but projections must be 
considered in determining how

IF, FOR EXAMPLE, a room 
measures 14 by 17 feet from 
wall to wall and has a radiator 
which projects into the room 
one foot, allow for a one foot 
border of floor on all sides— 
which’means that a 12 by 15 
rug will fit.
